Progress  of  Inventions  Since  1845. 

In  the  year  oP1845  the  present  owners 
of  the  Scientific  American  newspaper 
commenced  Its  publication,  and  soon  aft«r 
established  a  bureau  for  the  procuring  of 
patents  for  Inventions  at  home  and  in  for¬ 
eign  countries.

number  of  patents  indicates.  Paobably  a 
good  many  of  our  roaders  have  had  busi¬ 
ness  transacted  through  the  offices  of  the 
Scientific  American'  in  New  York  or 
Washington,  and  are  familiar  with  Murm

In  conversation  with  one  of  the  firm, 
who  bad  commenced  the  business  of 
solicit  I  ng  patents  in  the  connection  with 
the  publication  <>f  the  Scientific  Amer¬ 
ican,  more  than  forty  yearf  ago,  I  learn¬ 
ed  that  ids  llrrn  had  made  application  for 
patents  for  upwards  of  one  hundred  thou¬

This  plateau  is  horn 
hhiqted.  :uid  is  evitlenlly  a  connecting 
link  ls*tween  ftt«>  South  American  con¬ 
tinent  and  (li  ■*Au  »tralian  archipelago. 

PART1AU-Y  IN’CLOSED  SEAS. 

Tlie  westerAalf  of  the  Pacific  ocean 
is  a  complt-td  ■•out rant  to  the  eastern. 
Arohi|x  l:igos  and  scattered  islan.ls  are 
exocedingly  nfinerous.  and  tlie  depth  of 
the  ocean  is  uniform,  shallows  occurring 
scattered  ov«c  it  at  irregular  intervals. 
Along  the  \--ifiti>‘  coxsl  and  lx?tween  the 
islqq<l  groujw Biere  are  a  number  of  par¬ 
tially  inclosetlbeaH.  and  these  are  sepn- 
rated  front  thfi  great  oceau  by  suhniurine 
plateaus  of  sJllu  ient  extent  and  height 
to  warrant  t)»  siipjiosition  that  a  mod¬ 
erate  upheaval  would  extend  the- Asiatic 
^itim-nt  as  far  south  as  Australia, 
transforming  the  seas  into  inland  salt 
lakes.  Consuli-rations  of  tho  peculiar 
animal  and  Wgctahle  life  of  New  Zea¬ 
land  and  AiUralia  lend  probability  to 
the  siNTulation  that  these  islands  w**re 
joined  to  tlie  pain  continent  of  Asia  at 
some  remote  nei  iod,  and  it  is  even  passi¬ 
ble  to  trace  the  submerged  coast  line  of 
the  great  confluent  which  then  existed.

.As  has  U-cAaid,  there  runs  along  the 
American  shdre  a  narrow  strip  of  shal¬ 
low  wdter,  hut  the  term  shallow  is  only 
Co  lie  taken  in  its  comparative  sense*.  Ii 
is  from  50  to  *00  miles  wide,  th  depth 
running  froiumiothing  to  1,000  fathoms. 
Outside  this  t  fain  is  another  strip  of  not 
quite  so  unif  rm  a  width,  wherein  the 
depth  ruaclie  2.000  fathoms,  quite  deep 
enough  to  di  >wn  a  tall  man.  The  uni¬ 
form  characj  tr  of  the  sea's  depth  i» 
quite  mark®  I  along  the  Califomian 

shore,  but  pvn  here  there  are  uj*s  ami 
downs,  shallm  s  and  depths.  Tlie  coast 
line  has  a  >trf|>  of -water  as  its  immedi¬ 
ate  larder,  iutv  hieh  the  depth  keeps  at 
alxmt  twelv-J fathoms  along  a  ledge  or 
plateau  for  R  f.-w  miles  out,  ami  then 
drops  sheer  di>uii  for  500,  t)*K)  ami  l.OOli 
fathoms.  This  shore  ledge  is  quite  well 
defined  and  generally  unbroken,  but  in 
it  there  somelimes  occurs  a  crevasse  or 
valley,  wIkJ  exploration  is  a  matter  of 
much  curioOs  interest.  Directly  off 
Point  IIuemA. ,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Santa  Barham  channel,  there  is  found  a 
remarkable  maniple  of  oqe  of  these  sub¬ 
marine  valleys.  Commencing  with  a 
depth  of  ten  fttthoms  400  yards  front  the 
beach,  it  inAases  to  fifty  fathoms  iu 
five-eighths  *f  a  mile  and  then  drojie 
suddenly  to  IJ3  fathoms,  or  67S  feet,  in 
less  than  twffi  miles.
